8,328,606 Packages Inspected ‘61-62 
For Glades Record Vegetable Harvest 


The Federal-State Inspection 
Service under the direction of 
Frank Phelan and Harold Ted- 
der, Assistant, reports that the 
third highest recorded number 
of packages inspected was for 
the 61-62 season just ended. 

In 55-56 there were 8,387,000 
certified and during the 59-60 
season 8,503,000 received the 
certificate of the Inspectors. 


"There were 31 Inspectors 
working from the Belle Glade 
office on January. ist, 1962" Mr. 
Phelan says, "and we have from 
28 to 30 as an average number 
on duty from December thru 
May, with the first coming in 
during October."

Here is something to think about. It didn’t happen in Russia, 
it happened right here in the U. S. A. Commenting editorial, the 
Portland, Oregonian says: 

“One doesn’t realize how regimented American farmers 
have become until a Stanley Yankus or a James Weir pops up in 
the news. 

"Mr. Yankus . .. was the Michigan farmer who sold out 
and moved to Australia after the federal government had fined 
him more than $5,000 for growing too much wheat. Mr. Yankus 
did not grow the wheat for sale but to feed his several thou- 
sand chickens, but that made no difference. He had planted 
more than his allotment of wheat acreage and Uncle Sam put 
the screws on him. 

“Down at Lake Village, Ark. , . . James Weir's 944-acre 
farm was sold at government auction for $60,000. Mr. Weir grows 
rice and is in hock to the government for more than $27,000 in 
penalties. He paid $8,900 for overplanting his 1958 acreage allot- 
ment, owes $10,244 for overplanting in 1960 and $16,872 for 
‘exceeding the 1959 allotment. The government took his farm to 
get its penalty money. 

“The Arkansas farmer contends that 
are unconstitutional, that a man can grow what he wants to on 
his own land and how much he wishes of any particular crop. 
Not very many years ago virtually every American would have 
agreed with him . . . 

“Our farmers evidently have been pretty well broken to 

“the halter. Only when a Yankus or a Weir rears up in defiance 
does one realize how complacently the majority responds ts 
Washington's ‘whoas’ and ‘giddups.’ "

Director Randolph Hodges has 
instigated a program to boost 
the use of fish based on the 
Current interest in foods with 
polyunsaturated fats as a means 
of combating heart disease. 

Research Director Robert. In- 
gle has suggested the name 
"Lisa," which is Spanish for 
mullet. He says a change of 
name might help sales among 
Spanish-speaking people. 

The State Department of Cor- 
rection will can some mullet at 
the Belle Gláde prison canning 
factory. The fish will then be 
provided to all state institutions. 
Later, it is hoped commercial 
Cancers will place it on sale in 
the open market, 

Ingle also announced the State 
Purchasing Commission was in- 
terested in a new process to 
freeze breaded, cooked mullet 
for home use.

Bench. FCD Vice Chairman, 
said: "The main criticism I 
have heard, since I was ap- 
pointed to the Board 16 months 
ago, has been about taxes. Some 
counties and individuals have 
felt that our present system of 
taxation is inequitable." 
The FCD now levies a uni- 
form and valorem tax in each 
of its 18 counties. This tax is 
limited by law to a maximum 
of 1 mill per dollar of assessed 
valuations in cach county. How- 
ever, taxpayers in counties that 
assess property at 80 or 90 per- 
cent of true value now pay 
twice as much tax to the FCD 
as do property owners in coun- 
ties where assessments stand at 
40 to 45 percent of true value. 
In Broward County last year, 
reassessment of properties caus- 
ed a big increase in FCD taxes. 
The District is now levying a 
tax of 9-10 of one mill — or 90 
cents per year on $1,000 of pro- 
perty value. 
The three basic tax study re- 
sults presented to the FCD 
Board involve: 
1. Taxation on benefits re- 
ceived by each county from 
the FCD. 
2. Taxation based on construc- 
tion costs of FCD works in each 
county. 
3. Taxation on an “equalized” 
system of valuations, using 100 
percent or “true” values of pro- 
perty in each county (as figur- 
ed by the state Railroad As- 
sessment Board) as the basis 
for computing each  county's 
tax. 
Combinations of these three 
systems were also evaluated. 
The FCD Board received the 
new studies but took no formal 
action. 
Robert R. Horner pointed out 
that the Flood Control District 
has no authority to do anything 
to change its method of taxa- 
tion. “The final authority is the; 
legislature,” he said. 
Ed Dail, FCD Executive Dir- 
ector, presented and explained 
each of the tax studies to the 
Board, He showed how some 
wild millages were produced on 
both a “benefits” tax and a 
“construction costs" tax  for- 
mula. Specifically, Dail cited le- 
vies running up to 12, 15, and 17 
mills per dollar of assessed val- 
uations in three of the 18 coun- 
ties if FCD taxes were levied on 
the basis of benefits. He cited 
the fact that the “benefits” tax | 
study could only utilize the as- 
signable benefits — that is, | 
flood prevention and land en-| 
hancement — as originally cal- 
culated by the Army Corps of 
Engineers. Many of these cal- 
culations, Dail said, have been 
outmoded by the area's un- 
precedented development, and 
they do not take into account 
corollary benefits of the Flood 
Control Project which are of 
much broader scope. 
By contrast with the bene- 
fits tax system, Dail pointed out 
that if taxes were figured on the 
basis of construction costs in 
each county, the results "would 
be even worse.” He commented 
"In one case a county's tax ex- 
ceeded 45 mills." 
The "fairest" of the tax s 
stems studied by the FCD was 
held to be the "equalized" dis- 
tribution of taxes based on Rail- 
road Assessment Board valua-| 
tions. Under this formula, mill- | 
ages in the 18 counties would| 
have ranged in 1961 from .53 to 
1.36 — a much smaller spread 
in millage than under either of 
the two other systems.

This 
increase would have been caus- 
Jed by Dade County's level of 
Property assessment — 47,27 
Percent of true worth of the 
Properties, according to the 
[RAB. In comparison with Dade, 
the average level of assessment 
in'the Flood Control District's 
18 counties was 61.8 percent 
of true value in 1961. 

The system of taxation based 
on 100 percent RAB valuations, 
as presented to the FCD Board, 
was not designed to increase the 
District's total taxing ability, 
but only to re-distribute taxes 
in accordance with each countys 
level of property valuations. Un- 
der this formula, nine counties 
would have had tax reductions 
in 1961 and nine would have 
had increases. Reductions would 
have been made in Brevard, 
Broward, Lee, Martin, Osceola, 
Palm Beach, Polk, St. Lucie, 
and Seminole Counties. 

The FCD Board agreed to 
wait, before making any recom- 
mendation on taxation, to see 
the results of a new study of 
water control projects (includ- 
ing financing) now being made 
throughout Florida by the 
State Board of Conservation 

Brian McCarty, FCD Board 
member from Fort Pierce, point 
ed out that the District is be- 
ing sued over taxation by in- 
terests from Martin County, 
and the suit is now before the 
Supreme Court. The legality of 
the present system of FCD tax- 
ation is being challenged. 

Stan Koller, FCD Board 
member from Melbourne, said 
the District has been fortunate 
in having had the benefits of 
“the brain power of many of 
our legislators’ in discussing 
and studying questions of taxa- 
tion. 

The Board directed the FCD 
staff to contact tax assessors 
and appraisers in various coun- 
ties to get their comments and 
suggestions about the Railroad 
Assessment Board, its valua- 
tions, and the proposed 100 per- 
cent “equalized” FCD tax for- 
mula. 

Zeb Grant, FCD Operations 
Director, reported that rainfall 
in the District was above nor- 
mal last month for the first 
time in more than a year. He 
said the level of Lake Okee- 
chobee had' risen from a near- 
low of 10.25 feet to 11.36 feet 
above mean sea level. Drought 
conditions, especially in the 
southern part of the District.

New Chemical 


Research scientists at the 
Shell Agricultural Research 
Center have cynthesized a chem 
ical that is toxic to insects 


| which attack cattle, but is safe 


for the animals. 

It has been undergoing tests 
here and at federal and state 
the 
past several years. Evidence 
from these tests led the USDA 
to recently grant federal label 
acceptances for this compound. 
It is one of few synthetic 
secticides to meet the govern- 
ment’s requirements for use on 
dairy and beef cattle. 

The new chemical, called Cio- 
drin insecticide, is amenable to 
animals. Their nature enzymes 
break it down into harmless 
products. 

Tn insects, Ciodrin acts a a 
nerve poison, often killing such 
blood-sucking insects as horn- 
flies, stable flies, mange mites, 
ticks and lice, before they fin- 
ish a meal. 

Shell scientists said that one 
spray treatment will protect an 
animal up to two weeks.
